Crown, defence 
make last pitch 


Lyle Howe trial. 

Credibility main focus 
of closing arguments

The Crown and defence each 
questioned the reliability of 
the other’s main witness dur¬ 
ing closing arguments in the 
sexual-assault trial of Halifax 
lawyer Lyle Howe. 

“This case is about regret,” 
defence attorney Mike Taylor 
told the juiy in Nova Scotia 
Supreme Court on Wednesday. 
“From the outset, (the com¬ 
plainant) got herself involved 
in... something that she regrets 
happened.” 

Howe is charged with sex¬ 
ual assault and administering 
a stupefying drug in connec¬ 
tion with an incident involving 
a then-19-year-old woman in 
March 2011. 

Howe and the complainant 
engaged in “extensive” sexual 
activity at the end of what had

been set up as a date between 
the complainant and Howe’s 
friend, Jeffrey Brown, but the 
critical question is whether the 
young woman consented. 

The Crown said the “totality 
of the evidence” points to some¬ 
one who 
couldn’t 
consent. 

The 
complain¬ 
ant testified 
she couldn’t 
remember 
the night’s 
events be¬ 
yond a cer¬ 
tain point, 
and she wasn’t taking any 
medication that would account 
for the codeine and morphine 
in her system. 

“Is it a coincidence that 
mere hours, if that, after Lyle 


Howe’s left ... she has severe 
symptoms: Diy heaving, pass¬ 
ing out, not making any sense 
whatsoever?” asked Crown at¬ 
torney Dan Rideout. 

Taylor questioned the com¬ 
plainant’s behaviour after the 
incident, suggesting it was re¬ 
gret over the encounter that 
“morphed” her stoiy into one 
of sexual assault. 

“You may think you’re just 
telling a few friends, looking 
for attention, feedback, sympa¬ 
thy, but it’s pretty hard to put 
the brakes on a stoiy like this,” 
he said. 

Rideout, however, said the 
complainant addressed gaps in 
her memoiy honestly rather 
than providing “convenient” 
answers. He characterized 
Howe’s testimony as evas¬ 
ive and cited testimony from 
Brown to suggest Howe orches¬ 
trated the evening specifically 
to have a sexual encounter. 

“Mr. Brown suggested that... 
(Howe) wanted to have sex with 
her,” said Rideout. “(Brown’s) 
direct quote: ‘If Lyle wanted to 
meet a girl, it wouldn’t be for 
any other reason.’”

Alleged car 
thieves nabbed 
in citizen’s arrest 

While eveiy Canadian cit¬ 
izen has the right to arrest 
bad guys, Halifax Regional 
Police are reminding 
residents to act more like 
Superman and less like Bat¬ 
man when fighting crime. 

Citizens can only make 
an arrest under certain cir¬ 
cumstances and, just like a 
police officer, their actions 
are scrutinized. 

“As a police officer, and 
a citizen, you can use as 
much force as necessaiy, 
but you’re also criminally 
responsible for any exces¬ 
sive force that may have 
been used,” spokesman 
Const. Pierre Bourdages 
said on Wednesday. 

The message comes 
after a Highfield Park Drive 
resident made a citizen’s 
arrest of two people 
suspected of stealing his 
Honda Civic earlier this 
week. Police say the man 
was in a legal position to 
make the arrest because 
the car was his property. 

The unnamed citizen 
saw his stolen truck out¬ 
side a Shoppers Drug Mart, 
parked his rental car in 
front of it, confronted the 
other driver and pinned 
him to the ground. 

He then called police to 
take a man and a woman 
into custody. 

“I’ve seen it before for 
something as simple as 
graffiti,” said Bourdages. 

“It does happen. It only 
applies in limited circum¬ 
stances. We do not see 
them happen veiy often, 
but it does happen.” 

Those circumstances 
include protecting your 
own property, pursuing 
a criminal or intervening 
in an indictable offence.

Rejuvenation. Public 
discusses Cornwallis Park 
design, changing name

An open house on the rejuven¬ 
ation of Cornwallis Park in 
downtown Halifax saw many 
bring up ideas like using native 
plants in the park and clean 
energy, while some called for 
equal emphasis on renaming 
the space and changing Corn¬ 
wallis’ statue to reflect a full 
histoiy. 

Carolle Kozialc, landscape 
architect with HRM, presented 


staff’s new design for the 
park Wednesday night at the 
Westin, which includes a tiered 
amphitheatre with perform¬ 
ance space, new playground, 
central promenade and a round 
plaza with paths spreading out 
through grassy areas as well as 
widened sidewalks on Hollis 
Street. 

“It’s tired and ready for re¬ 
investment,” Kozialc said about 
the park, finished in 1931 and 
federally owned until 2000 
when HRM took over. 

The statue of Edward Corn¬ 
wallis, founder of Halifax and 
first governor of Nova Scotia, 
remains in the middle of the 
park in the new design, which 
some people said they want to 
change in light of the British

general’s scalp bounty aimed at 
removing all Mi’kmaq people 
from the land. 

“That alone is an affront,” 
Mi’kmaq elder Billy Lewis said 
about the statue. 

Lewis said many people in 
Halifax, especially the Mi’kmaq 
community, would have liked 
to address changing the name 
or including Cornwallis’ full list 
of actions on a plaque before 
moving forward on a design. 
Aaron Goodwin said he’s 


not of aboriginal heritage but 
the name still bothers him. 

“When we have people 
coming in ... from other places 
do we really want them to see 
that?” 

Coun. Waye Mason said he 
was committed to having a con¬ 
versation with the Acadian and 
Mi’kmaq communities about 
the name, but emphasized that 
will happen while improve¬ 
ments to the playground go for¬ 
ward this summer so children 
don’t continue to use danger¬ 
ous equipment.

The silveiy sound of bike bells 
rang out from a group of 300 
cyclists as they arrived at the 
intersection where Johanna 
Dean died in a biking acci¬ 
dent a week ago, her twin 
sister leading the pack in a 
pink shirt to honour Dean’s 
“vibrant” life and personality. 

Julie Dean and other 
family members installed a 
white ghost bike at the inter¬ 
section of Windmill Road and 
Albro Lake Road on Wednes¬ 
day in memoiy of 30-year-old 
Johanna, who died May 21 
after being struck by a truck 
while riding her bike. 

“She radiated light onto 
eveiyone she connected 
with,” Julie said, wearing a 
pink shirt with “Angel” writ¬ 
ten on the front and silver 
wings on the back. 

“It’s been a rough week, 
but it’s been a good week as 
well, because I’ve been given 
many opportunities to re¬ 
member Johanna in a veiy, 
veiy, veiy positive way.” 

She said her twin, who

dia universities, was teaching 
at St. Catherine’s Elementaiy 
School and also taught her 
“how to live a positive life.” 

One of the five Dean sis¬ 
ters, Jackie, said she knew 
Johanna was there with Julie 
during the memorial ride 
from the Dartmouth Sports- 
plex. 

“(Biking) just made her 
feel just grateful and happy,” 
Jackie said. “She was probably 
smiling and just loving that 
there was sun out that day.” 

Over the past week, Jackie 
said, dozens of Johanna’s 
friends have visited their 


home and made posters with 
photos of her throughout the 
years, with a lot of stoiytell- 
ing and laughing. 

Jackie had talked with 
Johanna on the phone right 
before her bike ride, and both 
her and their mother had told 
her they loved her. 

“She was so happy, and 
that’s the last thing I have of 
her,” Jackie said with tears in 
her eyes, her voice breaking. 

Their family hopes Johan¬ 
na’s stoiy makes an impact on 
bike safety in Halifax, Jackie 
said, so there’s “not going to 
be another tragedy.” 


Julie said a “blessing in 
disguise” of Johanna’s passing 
is that her teaching will con¬ 
tinue through raising aware¬ 
ness around cycling and the 
need for protected lanes, but 
also her spirituality and “how 
to live life properly.” 

“So many people and souls 
coming together for some¬ 
thing that was important to 
Johanna is ... so helpful for 
us,” Jackie said as she looked 
at the hundreds of bikers sur¬ 
rounding her. 

“I know Johanna is ... look¬ 
ing down on us and smiling 
like she always does.”

Missing paperwork to 
blame for last-minute 
cancellation: Province 


The restoration of the Blue-

Kelliann Dean, the deputy 
minister for the province’s 
Culture and Heritage Depart¬ 
ment, said the cancellation 
happened because of a lack of 
paperwork. 

Dean said officials in her 
department thought they had 
been cleared to go ahead with 
the test in Lunenburg when 
they received verbal assur¬ 
ances from a surveyor with the 
American Bureau of Shipping 
to proceed. 

But Dean said what was 
actually needed was an inspec¬ 
tion certificate from Transport 
Canada before the vessel could 
be allowed to leave the dock. 

She said officials became 
aware of the problem late

Fired ECBC CEO won’t receive severance 


The fired CEO of Enterprise 
Cape Breton Corp. will not re¬ 
ceive severance, the minister of 
state responsible for the federal 
Crown corporation says. 

A day after his office indi¬ 
cated it couldn’t say whether 
John Lynn was entitled to sever¬ 
ance because it was a personnel 
matter, Rob Moore, minister of 
state for the Atlantic Canada 
Opportunities Agency, issued 
a statement saying that Lynn’s 
appointment was terminated 


with cause as of Tuesday. 

“This decision was taken 
as a result of findings from 
an independent investigation 
undertaken by the board of dir¬ 
ectors of the corporation that 
determined that Mr. Lynn’s ac¬ 
tions were incompatible with 
his position as CEO of ECBC,” 
Moore said in the statement. 

“As a standard practice, the 
government of Canada does 
not provide severance when an 
individual’s appointment is ter¬ 


minated with cause.” 

The public sector integrity 
commissioner released a report 
Tuesday that found Lynn had 
breached a code of conduct in 
a number of executive hirings. 
The four hires had strong ties 
to the federal Conservatives or 
provincial Progressive Conserv¬ 
atives and the positions were 
filled without competitive pro¬ 
cesses, giving them the appear¬ 
ance of partisan appointments, 
Commissioner Mario Dion said

Caution. Skin cancer 
rates on rise in Nova 
Scotia, Canada 


Just like your mom told you to 
wear a coat in the winter, the 
Canadian Cancer Society will 
be nagging Nova Scotians to 
cover up this summer. 

They want to see more sun 
hats, more sun block, more 
clothes and more pale skin 
at the beach — all to prevent 
skin cancer. 

“We want to change the 
conversation around tanning 
and go from tan really being 
the norm to the exception,” 
said Kelly Cull with the Can¬ 
adian Cancer Society at a 
press conference in Halifax 
on Wednesday to release new 
cancer statistics. 

“This idea that tanned 
skin is beautiful skin is really

a myth that we need to de¬ 
bunk.” 

Nova Scotian women have 
earned the ugly reputation of 
having the highest melanoma 
rates in Canada, with Nova 
Scotia men a close second be¬ 
hind Prince Edward Island. It’s 
expected that 140 women and 
150 men will be diagnosed in 
the province this year. 

They’re frustrating sta¬ 
tistic as 90 per cent of skin 
cancers can be prevented by 


prostate cancer.

avoided excess sun and tan¬ 
ning beds. 

Exactly why Nova Scotians 
are burning up is unknown, 
but it could be because we’re 
exposed to more intense sun 
during our shorter summer. It 
could be because of southern- 
destination holidays, genetics 
or tanning bed use. 

The Sun Safe Coalition 
was behind the Nova Scotia 
Tanning Beds Act, restricting 
usage to people over 19 years 


old, and now it wants to cur¬ 
tail tanning salon advertising 
“There are messages that 
tanning beds are safe,” said 
Dr. Peter Green, who says tan¬ 
ning salon advertising needs 
to change. “(That) people 


should pursue them before 
going down south to get a 
base tan, which we certainly 
don’t advise. Messages about 
Vitamin D, so encouraging 
people to overexpose them¬ 
selves for that reason.” 


It’s expected the new num¬ 
ber of skin cancer diagnoses 
this year will equal the num¬ 
ber of the four major cancers 
combined — lung, breast, 
colorectal and prostate.

Offshore safety rules are fine for now: Minister 


Nova Scotia’s energy minis¬ 
ter says he’s satisfied with 
federal legislation aimed at 
improving safety in the off¬ 
shore energy sector even 
though it doesn’t call for an 
independent safety agency, a 
measure he pushed for while 
in Opposition. 

“I still think there is merit 
in having an offshore safety 
board,” Andrew Younger said 
in an interview. 

“The reality is that I’m not 
going to sit around for five or 


six years ... while waiting and 
hoping that the other prov¬ 
inces and federal government 
might come on board.” 

Younger said Ottawa’s pro¬ 
posal to have an independent 
safety officer within the Can- 
ada-Nova Scotia Offshore Pet¬ 
roleum Board is good enough 
— for now. 

“It’s a huge step ahead 
from where we were,” he 
said. “It’s not the same as 
having a completely separate 
organization, but it is a step 


forward.” 

The federal government 
has argued the regulatoiy 
boards in Nova Scotia and 
Newfoundland and Labrador 
are already independent of 
the industiy. When Bill C-5 
was tabled last October, Nat¬ 
ural Resources Minister Joe 
Oliver said he did not support 
the “proliferation” of regula¬ 
tors because that would not 
improve safety, worker pro¬ 
tection or environmental pro¬ 
tection.

In 2011, while a mem¬ 
ber of the provincial Liberal 
Opposition, Younger said a 
stand-alone, independent 


watchdog was a must for 
Nova Scotia. 

“When you’re dealing 
with an inherently risky en¬ 
vironment, it makes sense 
that you would have an in¬ 
dependent agency or watch¬ 
dog making sure that lives 
aren’t lost and that you don’t 
have injuries,” he said at the 
time. 

Younger’s comments came 
nearly a year after an inquiiy 
into an offshore helicopter 
crash called for the creation 


of an independent safety 
agency. The inquiiy investi¬ 
gated the March 2009 crash 
of Cougar Flight 491, which 
plunged into the ocean near 
Newfoundland, killing 17 of 
the 18 people aboard. 

The inquiiy, led by re¬ 
tired judge Robert Wells, 
found serious flaws with the 
Canada-Newfoundland and 
Labrador Offshore Petroleum

Thirty-one children who had 
been blocked for months from 
leaving Congo with their adopt¬ 
ive parents arrived in Rome on 
Wednesday aboard an Italian 
government plane for a joy- 
ini, long-delayed reunion with 
their new families. 

The children ran excit¬ 
edly into their parents’ arms 
at Ciampino airport after an 
overnight flight from the 
western African nation. Congo 
suspended all international 
adoptions last year, citing fears 
some children might later have 
been trafficked. None of the al¬ 
legations involved adoptions 
by Italians, and Italy’s premier 
personally intervened in the 
case. 

Maria Elena Boschi, an Ital¬ 
ian government minister who 
accompanied the children 
from Congo, said “they went 


crazy when, from the plane’s 
windows, they spotted their 
parents” waiting on the tar¬ 
mac. 

The mother of two of the 
children, girls ages seven and 
nine, was ecstatic. “Happi¬ 
ness, happiness. I saw my two 
children. I kissed them and I 
hugged them,” said Laura Man- 
cinelli. 

The parents were forced to 
leave Congo without their chil¬ 
dren when their visas expired, 
after spending months there 
waiting for final paperwork 
and hoping for a policy change 
from the Congolese govern¬ 
ment. The children stayed be¬ 
hind in the care of Italian nuns. 

Boschi sported a braid 
woven into her hair by one 
of the girls during the flight. 
She said all the children are

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Sen. Romeo Dallaire 
resigning to focus on 
humanitarian causes 


‘An extraordinary 
Canadian.' Former 
UN commander in 
Rwanda will serve 
last day in the upper 
chamber on June 17 


Liberal Sen. Romeo Dallaire, 
a career soldier best known 
in Canada as the former com¬ 
mander of the UN’s ill-fated 
peacekeeping mission in Rwan¬ 
da, is resigning — not retiring, 
he insists — from the upper 
chamber. 

Dallaire’s last day in the Sen¬ 
ate will be June 17, after which 
he intends to focus attention 
on a growing portfolio of inter¬ 
national humanitarian work, 
the square-jawed senator told 
a news conference Wednesday. 

The decision has nothing to 
do with either the shadow of 
scandal that has loomed over 



the Senate for more than a year, 
or with the Rwandan-bom post- 
traumatic stress disorder that 
has haunted him for 20 years, 
he said. 

Rather, the 68-year-old Dal¬ 
laire said he felt there simply 
wasn’t enough time in his 
schedule to be a senator while 
also pursuing causes close to 
his heart that are related to de¬ 


fence and human rights in the 
international arena. 

“I have an awful lot of work 
ahead of me, and it was im¬ 
portant for me to leave at this 
point.” 

Dallaire said resigning has 
left him with a “tom heart” be¬ 
cause his nine years in the Sen¬ 
ate allowed him to champion 
issues including veterans and 
their families, a strong militaiy 
to help ensure global peace, 
anti-terrorism, aboriginal rights 
and better intelligence over¬ 
sight. 

“I think it was a veiy useful 
instrument for me to advance 
things I believe in,” he said. 

While Dallaire’s news came 
as a surprise, it was quickly fol¬ 
lowed by glowing praise from 
all political quarters. 

Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper thanked the senator 
via Twitter for his service, Con¬ 
servative Sen. Hugh Segal said 
he was “devastated” to hear of 
his colleague’s decision, calling

Environmental groups have 
fired legal warning shots at 
major energy companies over 
their alleged role in funding 
climate change denial and 
blocking climate-friendly 
legislation. 

Greenpeace and the World 
Wildlife Fund have sent letters 
to international and Canadian 


companies asking how they 
manage public communica¬ 
tion on climate change. 

They say spreading mis¬ 
information could leave com¬ 
pany officers open to legal 
liability. 

Keith Stewart of Green¬ 
peace Canada says the letters 
are the first step in a long¬ 


term campaign to use the law 
to prevent the energy industry 
from delaying action on cli¬ 
mate change. 

He says the strategy was 
inspired by the ultimately 
successful campaign to make 
tobacco companies liable for 
sowing doubt about the health 
effects of their products. 


The letter has been sent 
to five Canadian compan¬ 
ies: Suncor, Talisman Energy, 
Husky Energy, EnCana and 
Canadian Natural Resources.

PBDEs to blame 
for lower IQs in 
children: Study 


Household dangers. 

Study suggests impact 
of chemicals similar to 
that of lead exposure 


Researchers in B.C. say 
lower IQ and greater hyper¬ 
activity in young children 
appears to be significantly 
linked to a woman’s expos¬ 
ure to flame retardants dur¬ 
ing early pregnancy. 

The Simon Fraser Uni¬ 
versity study found there’s 
an association between 
women being exposed to 
a 10-fold increase of cer¬ 
tain chemicals when their 
baby’s brain is developing 
and a 4.5-point drop in the 
standard measure of intel¬ 
ligence. 


The chemicals of con¬ 
cern are polybrominated 
diphenyl ethers, known as 
PBDEs, which have been 
widely used to prevent the 
spread of fire in furniture, 
carpet padding and car 
seats. 

Researcher and health 
sciences Prof. Bruce Lan- 
phear says North Americans 
are likely exposed to high¬ 
er amounts of PBDEs than 
people in other parts of the 
world, and it could take dec¬ 
ades to flush the chemicals 
from their environments. 

The study suggests the 
impact of the chemicals is 
comparable to exposure to 
lead, which was once used 
in various products in¬ 
cluding paint and pipes in 
homes and offices.

The robots are taking 
over... the driving of cars 


Stranger than science 
fiction. Sorry, no flying 
cars or transporters just 
yet, but Google speeds 
ahead with a pretty cool 
self-driving car prototype 


Google will build a car with¬ 
out a steering wheel. 

It doesn’t need one be¬ 
cause it drives itself. 

The two-seater won’t be 
sold publicly, but Google said 
Tuesday it hopes by this time 
next year, 100 prototypes will 
be on public roads. Though 
not driving veiy quickly — 
the top speed would be 25 
miles per hour. 

The cars are a natural 
next step for Google, which 
already has driven hundreds 
of thousands of miles in Cali¬ 
fornia with Lexus SUVs and 
Toyota Priuses outfitted with 
a combination of sensors and 
computers. 


Those cars have Google- 
employed “safety drivers” 
behind the wheel in case of 
emergency. The new cars 
would eliminate the driver 
from the task of driving. 

No steering wheel, no 
brake and gas pedals. Instead, 
buttons for go and stop. 

“It reminded me of catch¬ 
ing a chairlift by yourself, a 
bit of solitude I found really 
enjoyable,” Sergey Brin, co¬ 
founder of Google, told a 
Southern California tech con¬ 
ference Tuesday evening of 
his first ride, according to a 
transcript. 

The electric-powered car is 
compact and bubble-shaped 
— something that might 
move people around a cor¬ 
porate campus or congested 
downtown. 

Google is unlikely to go 
deeply into auto manufactur¬ 
ing. In unveiling the proto¬ 
type, the company empha¬ 
sized partnering with other 
firms.

“It takes place in 
California — not Los Angeles 
but some of the much lesser- 
known venues of California — 
and we’re going to tiy to cap¬ 
ture a certain psychosphere 
ambiance of the place, much 
like we did in Season 1,” he 
told NPR. 

Pizzolatto says that the 
new season of True Detective 
will have three leads instead 
of two. According to unofficial 
casting breakdowns obtained 
by Deadline, the three char¬ 
acters you’ll soon be obsessed 


with are a 40-something male 
detective/cop, a 20-something 
male cop, and — be still my 
heart — a 30-something fe¬ 
male detective. 

So who will the new cast 
be? 

Rumour had it that Jessica 
Chastain would play a role, but 
she’s since confirmed that she 
turned it down. Brad Pitt, Josh 
Brolin, and Taylor Kitsch have 
also been mentioned. How¬ 
ever, Pizzolatto says it’s too 
soon to discuss. 

“The characters are all 
new, but I’m deeply in love 
with each of them,” he said on 
NPR. “We’ve got the entire ser¬ 
ies broken out with a couple 
of scripts, and we’ll probably 
start casting in earnest in the 
coming months.”

With this year’s Quebec Major 
Junior League draft just days 
away, one Dartmouth-based 
hockey program is over the 
moon at the prospect of two of 
their stars being picked among 
the top five this Saturday in 
Sherbrooke, Que. 

Luke Green and Evan Fitz¬ 
patrick — who play together 
on the Newbridge Academy 
Gladiators major midget team 
— are ranked fourth and fifth 
for the draft, according to the 
QMJHL’s central scouting list. 

“The thing that jumps off 
the page with Luke is his skat¬ 
ing — he’s phenomenal,” said 
Keifer House, hockey direc¬ 
tor at Newbridge Academy in 
Sackville, where both players 
attend, along with playing for 
the major midget Gladiators. 

House described the 
16-year-old defenceman’s edge 
control, transitioning and 
speed as “pro-lilce now.” 

“I’m definitely looking for¬ 
ward to it,” said Green about 
this weekend’s draft. “It’s great 
that it’s finally here.” 

Despite his No. 5 ranking, 
there is talk of Green going 
first overall, which would place 
him alongside Sidney Crosby, 
James Sheppard, Alex Grant 
and Nathan MacKinnon as No. 
1 QMJHL draft picks from Nova 
Scotia. 

“That’s definitely amazing 
to hear your name with those 
guys,” said Green, who lives in 
Hammonds Plains. 


“If I do go first that would 
be a pretty amazing group 
I’m joining ... hopefully that 
comes through.” 

First pick overall this year 
goes to the Saint John Sea Dogs. 

Green’s goaltending team¬ 
mate Fitzpatrick — origin¬ 
ally from St. John’s, N.L. — is 
the draft’s top-ranked goalie, 
as well as the fourth-overall 
prospect. 

The 16-year-old described 
his pending move to the QM¬ 
JHL as a dream come true, add¬ 
ing he was “rather excited” to 
see his ranking for the first 
time. 

“Evan has basically all the 
tools that scouts and general 
managers and coaches are 
looking for in a goaltender,” 
said House about the six-foot-
